From Our DIPLOMATIC CORRESPONDENY. 

: LON DON, Friday. 

There is no development of importance 
in the diplomatic situation to be looked 
for, so far as Whitehall is concerned, till 
after the week-end. 

The draft of the British reply to 
Germany is likely to come before the 
Cabinet about Wednesday, after which it 
will be forwarded to Paris, Brussels, Rome 
and Tokio, and, formally or informally, to 
Washington. 

As to what will happen then it is idle 
to predict, but the view is strongly ex- 
pressed in many different quarters here 
that there must be no question of such a 
delay as followed the submission to France 
of the questionnaire of a month ago. 

Many Frenchmen are anxious to spin 
out time, because they believe Germany 
is on breaking-point. Holding, as it 
does, that such a break might mean a 
trash that would shake all Central Europe, 
the British Government is bound, as the 
Prime Minister indicated, to make an 
end of delays. 

The real crux wil] come when M. Poin- 
caré has to decide whether to accept or 
ré. the British proposal that the 
vrman offer to submit to the findings of 


aen impartial tribunal of investigation be 


accepted or rejected. 

Quite illusory hopes seem to have been 
built in Paris on the fact that Mr. 
Baldwin did not announce in so many words 
that he meant to take the Germans it 
their word. : 

As to the intentions of the Government, 
nowever, there is no doubt whatever. The 
only question is as to the precise f- i 
the suggested Commission shall take. As 
to that it must be pointed out that 
Gérmany’s offer was to accept the findings 
of an International Commission, on which 
a German representative would sit on 
equal terms with his colleagues.

CIRCLES ASTOUNDED. 
LAUSANNE, Wednesday. 

Yesterday's incident at the private meetin 
of the Allies is the all-engressing topic 0 
conversation in Conference circles to-day. 
Everybody is amazed at the Turks raising 
difficulties on a subject already agreed upon 
in principle, and after obtaining such success 
in regard to the question of the debt. 

The proposals of the Allies in the matter 
of concessions—namely, the regie general 
of the railways, the Turkish Petroleum Com- 
pany, and the Vickers-A rong concession— 
were so fair and equitable that it is incredible 
that the Turks sSould fail to understand the 
settlement. 

The Turkish contention that the Allies want 
to paralyse Turkey economically by claiming 
for those companies privileges which are not 
justified is entirely unfounded. the con- 
trary, the Allies ask respect for the rights of 
those concerns, and the granting of options 
for a fixed number of years in the.case of 
fresh concessions being granted. 

The difficulty arises, according to the Turks, 
from the recently granted Chester concession, 
which, however, very few Turks bélieve will 
ever assume a, practical form. 

As regards the questéon of the withdrawal 
of the warships in Turkish waters, it is in- 
correct to say that the subject is a new one. 
On the contrary, the matter was discussed at 
Saturday’s and Sunday’s meetings. There- 
fore, the Turks were fully . posted regarding 
the Allies’ views on the subject. The Turks, 
moreover, are well aware that all three sub- 
jects—namely, the debt, concessions, and 
evacuation—form one indivisible whole, and 
if the Turks go back on any one of those 
points the whale position will be reopened.

“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS — 
There is something new since yesterday in 
thé international situation, and that is that 
Great Britain has taken a line of her own. 
The latest statement of the Government will, 
undoubtedly, serve as a test of the state of 
public opinion throughout the world. It may 
not béar fruit to-day or to-morrow, but it 
does at any rate constitute a definite reaction 
against that spirt of fatalism which in all 
countries was beginning sadly and helplessly to 
acquiesce in the prospect of a complete vol- 
lapse of Europe. The step taken by the 
Government is entirely in accordance vith the 
native instinct of this country. It is hard to 
tell as yet te what results the steps ivre- 
shadowed by the Government will lead. Ina 
situation so complex and so delicate any move- 
ment from any quarter may have the effect 
of the turn of a kaleidoscope. It is obvious 
enough that the ‘perspective of events wil] be 
chan 


ed. 
We do not desire to exaggerate in 
attributing the present deplorable condition 
of Germany, with its Serious menace to 
Europe, wholly to the occupation of the 
Ruhr. German financial policy, the inertness 
of Germany, and her reluctance to face 
frankly the consequences of the war, are also 
important factors in the destructive process. 
But the Ruhr operations has greatly acceler- 
ated the process, and far from stimulating 
in Germany a specific and conciliatory tem- 
per, has urged inte intensive action the forces 
of disorder and revenge. Germany is more 
reactionary, more prone to disorder, than she 
was six months ago. France, as the 
be remarks, is ‘‘ sowing insecurity.’’ 
« British plan is to lay hold while there 
is yet time on the possibility of a common- 
sense issue contained in the latest German 
offer. ve hope that this sincere British effort 
will not be treated lightly in France, but in 
any. case we anticipate that the British Go- 
vernment will act quickly, and that they will 
ersist. in the policy they have now under- 
ken with a deep sense of their responsi- 
bility to the nation and to the world.

Indeed, ‘since we had left Dublin Bay ve 
had been greatly favoured; we had 4 fair 
wind, if it was rather light; we aad fine 
weather, if it. was not summer weather; it 
was @ good average sample of yachting in our 
uncertain climate. But the elementé made 
this our first plunge into deep-water voyaging 
an occasion hie their most lavish display 
Not a cloud was in the heavens; a light aortn- 
east wind tempered the heat of the san, and 
kept our seven sails spread to their utmost 
extent; the ship, rising and falling gently on 
the following seas, kept her course as straight 
as an arrow; all round were the pure blues 
of sky and water, except where, ‘or the 
dark arch of the foot of the foresail, the sun- 
light sparkled on the backs of small waves, 
or turned to a blaze of light the foam thrown 
from our bows, while ihe swinging shadoas 
of the jibs set the varnished rail and wowsprit 
twinkling. 
Such was the first day of our summer—a 
day good for man and beast, the first day 


of real comfort; of which we were mating the 


use. e mate was sleeping on dech 
in the shade of the foresail; the third hand, 
less prudently, in the sun; the helmsman, to 
keep himself awake, was making a plug of 
tobaéeo ; the ship’s cat, like the ship, a very 
little one, was for the first time: siting up 
and taking notice of a tin of sardinés; all 
was ease and luxury. But it was too casy 
for the making of a zood passage. 

One can, however, have summer weatacr 
with fresh breezes, and for the next four dys 
our little ship ran across the windy ridg as 9f 
the seas, to the continuous roar of the cata- 
racts of foam that were parted by her pre- 
gress, and the periodic crash of a breaking 
crest that ran hissing along the rail. Each 
day the seas rolled up astern more stecply, 
every one now capped with white; our wake 
showed green against the deep blue of their 
advancing faces; they raced past under us, 
and we, racing upon their mottled backs, were 
carried forward in a noisy rush as they 
passed; seven moving hills of water in every 
minute hurled us to the southward, to the 
parts where, you. will say, it is always 
summer. 

Summer perhaps, but with a difference. 
For who could think of summer without the 
long evenings, sunset fading into twilight, 
bed twilight brightening into dawn! Already 
it is dark, quite; dark; at eight, o'clock. 
These latitudes are “a pleasant, but, to 
my idea, not summer. e have had a week 
of summer, and it is nearly past; till we 
return to after our voyaging we shell 
not again see the thing of which this year 
we have enjoyed only a sample. 


Shifting Sails. 


We are very busy to-day, for we are send- 
ing duwn our new heavy-weather suit of sails 
ani bending the old suit. We might have 
started with it: if it was good enough to 
bring us from Foynes te Dun Laoghaire in 
half a gale. it was surely good enough to 
bring us from Dun Laoghaire to the Tropics 
in fine weather. Yet there were reasons for 
that heavy day’s work a fortnight ago in 
Dun Laoghaire, and for this heavy day's work 
in the s of Cancer. 

Quite apart from the fact that the old suit 
is a thing of shreds and patches, of as many 
colours as Joseph's coat, and that considera- 
tion for our own self-respect, no less than for 
the Press photographers, forbade us to sail 
out of Dublin Bay in such guise, there is a 
sort of ritual about these matters which we 
now deep-water sailors delight to observe. 

For this shifting of sails is a mile-stone on 
our voyage: it signifies that we.are about to 
enter the tropics. The old worn cantes will 
stand the fres Trade Winds, for these are 
steady winds, and do not try the gear with 
sudden shifts; if it is beaten to pieces by 
the calms and’ squalls of the Doldrums it will 
be no great loss. So much as survives will 
stay aloft til! we reach the brave Westerlies 
of the Southern Hem)sphere. 

And that will be another mile-stone on our 
track—marking the passage from the pleasant 
regions of perpetual fine weather to the 
stormy latitude: where our stout ship, with 
stout canvas over her, will need all the 
exertions of a stout crew to drive her along 
her course at the speed which is the right of 
any vessel that aspires to run down her east- 
ing in the Roaring Forties. 

or ours is a sailing vessel, albéit, a very 
small one, and the right of the sailing vessel 
is to há wind, the object of the navigator 
is to look for it, and the duty of the crew is 
to make the best use of it. 


The Blazed Trail. 


We follow, therefore, in the track of the 
beautiful clippers of the ‘past, and of the 
rare barques of the present, who have blazed 
the trail through the varying winds and cur- 
rents of the oceans, so perplexing to those 
who deviate from the accepted way; and, 
within the limits of prudence, where they 
went we must follow: where they bent their 
heavy canvas we must likewise equip our- 
selves for the war with the elements. 

As we worked at the sails I ‘thought of the 
history connected with each. This jib, for 
instance, salved with difficulty, as was als

On Sunday the wind freshened and the 
sea rose, bat this did not impair our appetites. 
Our menu (of which I feel justly proud) con- 
sisted of oxtajl soup, boiled chicken (H. G's, 
which we had to truss), boiled fresh cabbage, 
creamed potatoes, sweet omelette cheese, 
coffee, liqueur. Good for five days out; is it 
not? i 

Monday was as other days.—Fresh. breeze. 
Hodges spotted a young sharx. 

Tuesday.—There was a big sea running at 
noon; we had sailed 770 miles, with to 
do to Madeira. 

Wednesday.—I'll give you the log entry. 
“Lavelle badly knocked out by muzzen 
swinging over—treating him for concussion. 
It was a bad knock—the mizzen sheet 
smashed my témple on a belaying pin. I was 
unconscious for five minutes. Poor beggars! 
I gave the others such a fright. ann ad was 
bathing my wound ; I think he was paler than 
I; Conor was dashing round letting down sails 
in all directions. 

I was seedy for three unpleasant days, with 
a temperature from 100°, which gradually 
came down, and on Saturday I was practically 
O.K. again, though my nerve is still a little 
shaky. The wind gradually died away and 
yesterday we had absolute calm. 


Denizens of the Deep. 

The sea in a calm is a most glorious sight. 
In this deep water the sea is exactly the 
colour of those magnetic fish-ponds which one 
haunts as a child at fairs—you probably know 
the kind of violet blue I mean, though more 
transparent—such a blue! 

Then dotted into this in thick numbers were 
little opalescent turquoise stars and iridescent 

olden ones, the ála looking in the day- 
fight like an ‘Egyptian night one hears de- 
scribed. i 

‘On examination the me stars proved 
to be little flat bugs. ey are corrugated 
like the ordinary wood louse, but flat, and 

Jow just like an opal when examined closely. 
ones are same, only. much 
smaller, and are enclosed in a jelly, in which 
they frisk about. From experiment I fin 
that they are the same, for when the gold 
fellows leave the jelly their iridescent gold 
becomes blue and they grow bigger. 

There is also a shoal of about 100 little 
fish which look like smelts, but are too quick 
to catch. These swim under our bow, prob- 
ably knowing that they are safe there from 
any preying fish. 
hen we spotted a fish about the 
of a Sib. trovt all dy himself, 
swam under the boat for some distance. 
was of light colour, and marked with dark 
bands across his back just like a perch. 

To-day the sky is clearer, and there is quite 
« nice, gentle breeze pushing us along at 
about, four knots. The water here is quite 
warm—about 64 degrees; and the air, though 
warm, is by no means hot. — ; 

If our starting breeze had continued we 
should have been in Madeira by now. 

Yesterday we spotted some turtles, but they 
were too far off even to shoot, though we got 
close to the first, but did not know what it 
was until it dived. It looked like a bunch of 


weed. 


A Queer Fish. 


Another curious fish or animal is the Portu- 
guese Man-of-War, a flatish jelly fish ahout 
the size of one’s head, which raises an oval 
film in calm weather to act as a sail, but 
lowérs it in a strong breeze. There is also a 
smaller variety the size of a penny. 

Monday, July 22nd.—To-day, about 8 a.m., 
we sighted Porto Santo, a barren, rocky 
island, 50 miles north of Madeira, thanks to 
a breeze which sprang up last evening and 
continued through the night. And now (2.20 
p.m.) Madeira is in sight—at least, its 
mountains ate, and we are just passing Porto 
Santo. 

Here are none of the dirty greys one sees 
round hills which people call purples, but the 
island is surrounded by a silver-blue haze, 
through which the rocks and steeps look less 
hard and barren. 

We spotted the first flying fish. too. to-day, 
and the problem of its flight is solved for 
ever. The fish has gossamer wings, looks 
exactly like a large dragon-fly, and works 
its wings in the same manner, 

Jackie, the kitten; has survived—how, I 
don’t know, for her favourite walk is pees | 
the taff-rail when the ship has a really goo 
roll on it. At present she is playing with 
the pen and hiting the end. 

We really had a great fright yesterday. 
for at lunch, for the first time, she could not 
be found, We looked everywhere in all her 
favourite haunts, though usually at meal 
times she does not want calling. We really 
had just made up our minds that she had 
slipped overboard while we were down having 
lunch, when out she crawled from the hatch- 
combing and literally vawned in our faces.

There is something in the face and figure 
of the angel, with the simple cross behind, 
which appeals in a poignant way to the heart 
and senses, even if the meaning of the monu- 
ment were unknown to the beholder, 

The figure is majestic and gracious, with its 
beautiful bowed head, and its peaceful arms, 
folded over the lms of Victory—-Victory 
over Death. The fake of the angel is wonder- 
ful, something more than the art of man in- 
spired its conception. 

The great Italian sculptor who modelled it 
gave the classic features an expression of in- 
finite sorrow, infinite calm, and he so designed 
them that, standing on one side of the monu- 
meént, the face of the angel shows tenderness 
and pity, and on the other vengeance and jus- 
tice. 

The well is enclosed by beautiful Carrara 
marble carvings and “ galleries,’ the openings 
showing’ the palms and bamboos in the gar- 
dens, and some few trees like those “ at 
home. 

On the border of the well these words are 
carved :— 

“Sacred to the perpetual memory of a great 
company of Christian people, chiefly. women 
and children, who near this spot were cruelly 
murdered by the followers of Nana Dhunder 
Pavt of Bithur, and cast, the dying with the 
dead, into the,,well below, on the XV. of 
July, MDCCCLVII.” 

Words which are absolutely fitting and 
dignified, and that yet in s6me manner fill ome 
with 'a passion of pity. ‘‘ Chiefly women and 
children,” little British children and infants, 
with their motfera; women who had gone out 
to India with their husbands, with no thought 
of fear.

I lived for a year in Cawnpore, and our 
bungalow was the large, gloomy house, which 
fifty years before Sir Hugh Wheeler and his 
family had eccupied. Sir Hugh was the 
General, in command of the handful of British 
troops, who were the garrison of Caw 
(up against some 3,000 mutineers}, and the 
compound was part of the famous ‘‘Wheeler’s 
Entrenchments.’’ At the back of the house 
there was a spot haunted by a “soldier 
sahib.”’ on a white horse; so the natives said. | 


Opposite our gate was a small Chapel of) 


Ease, with boarded windows, and locked door. 
It had been left neglected since the mutiny, 
no man would enter, for here two of General 
Wheeler’s young daughters had been tortured 
and murdered. 


On one side our compotind bordered a large 
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field, divided by iron railings; in this stood 
the handsome mémorial church, with the 
name of the victims of Cawnpore on a stained 
glass window. wie: 

Could ‘one forget the mutiny in such sur- 
roundings? i " | 

A mile nearer the Native. Bazaar stands the 
lovely gardens surreunding the memorial. 
They are square in form, and on each side a 
straight road goes from the gate to the well, 
over which the angel. stands, No native and 
no vehicle id allowed to enter, and all 
carriages which approach the gates must do so 
at a slow pace; it is holy ground. 

One of the British regiments, quartered in 
Cawnpore, supplied always a sentry to guard 
the chief entrance to the garden. 

Time or the war may have changed all this, 
but I describe the place as I knew it. 

Opposite one side of the gardens there was 
a row of little shops, and in one we hired some 
of our furniture. I remember the old man 
who. kept the place; he had a long. white 
beard, a sinister expression, and his manner 
was neither polite nor cringing, as most of 
his class is to the Sahibs, and’ I was not 
sugprised to learn that. he had taken part in 
the atrocities as a young man! 

To the left of the memorial is a little hut, 
like a large tool-house: in. this many of: the 
officers’ wives, and children were imprisoned, 
and through the small windows they were 
maimed or butchered by the knives of the 
mutineers, who.were mad with blood and hate. 
All were thrown. into the well together: no 
pity, no humanity wad chown. 

By the irony of fate; on uly 15th Have- 
lock’s ayenging Army was only a short march 
away from Cawnpore. 

Nana Sahib, Rajah of Bithur, wag responsible 
for the massacre by treachery on the banks of 
the Ganges (near Wheeler's entrenchments) 
twenty-one days before, and after the tragedy 
of the well he escaped, and was never cap- 
tured; no one knows what became of him. 
In England his name was reviled, and the 
nation was stirred with horror at the 
tragedy of Cawnpore. 

In the quiet gardens, wher mo sound enters, 
looking. at the noble figure of the angel, it is 
difficult to realise’ what safferings were en- 
dured by the victims, and by their husbands 
and fathers, marching into Cawnpore with 
Havelock. 

Some lines I found seem to he: appropriate 
to those who’ lie in the well of Cawnpore :— 

‘* Pilgrim, no shrine is here, no prison, no 

inn. 
Thy fear and thy belief alike are fond: 

Death is a gate and holds no room within: 

Pass to the road beyond.

to possess a library, however modest, in 
his'own home.

Nevertheless, he is not 
quite satisfied with merely borrowing his 
favourite authors. His heart aches within him 
until he finds them snugly placed on his own 
shelves that he may take them down at his 
sweet will. | 
To the lover of good literature a priva 
collection of books is almost indispensabl® 
Generally speaking, he has always two or 
three books on hands, and if he must borrow 
them his time for their perusal is usually 
limited apart from the trouble and expense 
involved. Futhermore, his literary fare in- 
variably consists of the masterpieces of prose 
and verse—books which he will want to read 
and re-read as often as he can, and which, 
therefore, must always be within easy peach, 
Ownership is always pleasurable, even if 
your sole. pofwession be a bad temper; but 
the joys of owning a collection of books have 
a charm peculiarly) their own. To see all your 
favourite writers ranged side by side in goodly 
appa-el in your bookcase brings a feeling of' 
satisfaction which is known only to the’ book- 
lover. You come to look upow them as ‘coin- 
panions, ever ready to brighten your hours 
of leisure and to help with their words ‘of. 
wisdom. You feel like Southey when he wrote 
of his books :— 
“With them I take delight in weal, 
And seek relief in woe; 
And while I understand and feel 
How, much to them I owe, 
My cheeks have often been bedew'd 
With tears of thoughtful gratitude.”’ 
And the joys of ownership are still greater 
if your books are in good, substantial editions. 
Small or badly printed books are suitable only 
for use in railway carriages or out-of-door 
reading. On book-shelves t si look mean and 
makeshift. They appear as.if they would not 
be there but for their cheapness: a poor 
tribute, indeed, to pay to the authors who 
have given you so many hours oí pleasure.

Com- 
position, reproduction, and improvisation ; all 
these have been long acknoWledged gifts of the 
blind; but the meqwrising of intricate figures 
and concertos set in duet form seems to sur- 
pase all these...

SOME. IRISH ARTISTS. 


XVI.—Miss W. M. Geddes. 


(BY BRUYERE.) 


OME ‘weeks ago, in an article on the 
S work oí Mr. Harry Clark, I. mentioned 
Miss W: M. Geddes as a. stained 
glass artist whose work was in strong con- 
trast to that of Mr. Clark. Looking at Miss 
Geddes's glass, the first thing that asually 
strikes ‘the observer is ite force. There is 
nothing gentle or ap ing in her figures; 
there is in them virile, almost ing, 
strength.. Her glass is quite unlike that of 
most other stained glass workers; the ‘religion 
which it reflects is the religion of. power and 
: hting, not the religion of peace and reat- 
nesa. 

A North of Ireland woman, Miss Geddes 
first studied art at the Belfast Schoo) of Art, 
where she . remained ' ' 
fot several years, after. . 

ich “she spent a 
short time at 
Metropolitan School of 
Art in Dublin, - Here 
she worked under the 
direction of Stir William 
Orpen. While she was 
still stadying, her 
work came under the. 
favonrable notice of 
various eminent 
judges, including the 

te Sir Hugh Lane; 
and she gained man 
distinctions an 
awards, both local and 
from South Kensing- 
ton. After leaving 
school she took up 
stained glass at Miss 
Purser’s Studio in 
Pembroke street, and 
her work there in re- 
ligious art has 
both original and fine. 

There is not to be 

seen in Dublin much 

of Miss Geddes stained glass. It is. one of 
our misfortunes that so large a poten 
of the good art that is produced m Ireland 
does not find ‘its. home here, but makes its 
way out of-the country. So far as this cit 
is concerned, [ only. know ‘of three small 
windows by Miss Geddes, - which arte in 
St. Ann’s Church, Dawson street. These little 
windows are quite close to the entrance, on 
the right as one goes in; the most striking of 
them is that of St. George. About a'year ago 
Miss Geddes executed a remarkably interest- 


wit, mostly 


ing window, which went to Wallsend-on-Tyne 
as, I believe, a war memorial. This window 
represented the Crucifixion; it was in five 
lights, the centre one of which, showing Christ 
on the Cross, was about 20 feet in heig t. The 
other panels show St. Joseph of Arimathes, 
the Virgin Mary, St. John, and St, Longinus. 

composition of the window is extremely 

; the main figures are well balanced ; and 
the smaller ups, which are above and 
below, are of just the right size, neither so 
small as to appear insignificant, nor so large 
as to loom out of proportion. 

The colouring in the whole window is very 
effective; there is a notable lack of green in 
itis done im blue and red, with a 

couple of great masses 
of k. But it is, 
perhaps, in the draw- 
ing (if one may use the 
word when speakin 
of stained glass) that 
the real power of this 
window, and, indeed, 
of most of this artist’s 
work, lies. In Miss 
Geddes’s drawing 
there is great emotion. 
One can feel the 
tragedy in some of her 
figures—in, for  in- 
stance, the St. John 
in the window to 
which I have referred. 
It is a fine, bold 
drawing, afraid of 
nothinz, even brutal 
at times. A more 
recent window was 
one in two lights, 
with St. Patrick and 
St. Columba. This 
window ™ shows the 
same rich colouring 
and the same bold 
ge of the subjects. Miss Geddes does 
nó confine herself entirely to stained glass. 
She does black and white work, and, in col- 
laboration with her sister, Miss E. M. Geddes, 
needlework, pictures and banners. She has 
exhibited at the Winter Exhibition of the Royal 
Academy, and often at the Royal Hibernian 
Academy and at the Royal Dublin Society. 
Her metier is certainly religious art. She has 
something: very definite to say, and she is 
able to say it with a directness which many 
seek for and cannot obtain.
